In reiterating his faith in free en- 
terprise, President Truman puts the 
question of postwar wages squarely 
up to capital and labor, allowing 
them ‘to work out their differences 
within the structure of the govern- 
ment’s stabilization policy. 

Presenting his program after con- 
ferences with top business and labor 
leaders, the President laid down a 
guide to resolve unrest created by 
the slash in reconversion wages due 
to the loss’ of wartime overtime, 
and reflected in the CIO-United Auto- 
mobile Workers and Oil Workers de- 
mand. for a 30 per cent pay boost 
and the United Steel Workers stand 
for a $2.a day raise, 

In asking for general wage in- 
creases. to maintain high take-home 
pay, with price adjustments permis- 
sible in hardship cases, the Presi- 
dent said industry was well able to 
afford boosts becatse of reduced la- 
bor costs, downward reclassifica- 
tion of many jobs, high productivity 
per worker and tax credits where 
company earnings fall below normal 
peacetime levels, At the same time, 
however, Mr. Truman warned labor 
not to be excessive in its demands 
so that a profitable position for in- 
dustry could be preserved, assuring 
future expansion, 

Recognizing the probabilities of 
hardships in’ many low-price in- 
dustries in the event of wage in- 
treases, the President's program 
calls for a readjustment of prices 
in cases where past pay boosts have 
hot equaled the wartime rise in liv- 
ing costs}; where differerices in com- 
pensation éxist among plants in the 
same industry or iocality, or where 
highér wages are necessary to at- 
tract workers to essentidl eriter- 
prisés, é 

In outlining his program for ine 
dustrial peace, Mr. Truman also 
asked congtess for reconsideration 
of legislation to authorize maximtim 
unemployment compensation of $25 
weekly for 26 weeks and periit the 
government to plati for full. erploy- 
ment in any year wheré estimated 
private enterprise fails to absorb the 
labor supply.

| NEW AUTOS: 


First Come 

To anxious Americans stirred by 
the. first-come, first-serve basis for 
new automobile sales, production in- 
formation from the industry’s man- 
ufacturing plants was of utmost in- 
terest. : 

Despite removal of rationing con- 
trol over car distribution, the vol- 
ume of output will still determine 
the extent to which the pent-up post- 
war market will be satisfied; espe- 
cially if dealers respect the govern- 
ment's counsel to consider the 
needs of essential users first. With 
an increasing number of trade-ins, 
however, more used cars will sup- 
plement the over-all supply. 


Of the big three in the automobile 
field, Ford and General Motors al- 
ready are turning out hundreds of 
cars per day, while Chrysler is fin- 
ishing. preparations for large pro- 
duction following extended war 
activity. Smaller manufacturers also 
are well on the road to substantial 
output. 

With only labor difficulties threat- 
ening increased output, Ford pres: 
ently is turning out 460 cars a day 
and hopes to up production to 2,000 


.a day by the end of the year, In 


General Motors plants, current 
Chevrolet manufacture has totaled 
500 a day, with a goal of 6,800 a 
day within a year; Pontiac 150 a 
day and 1,800 a day by February; 
Buick 100 a day and 1,800 a day by 
March 1; Oldsmobile 100 a day and 
1,300 by March 1, and Cadillac 80 a 
day and 320 by next spring. 

Among other manufacturers, 
Packard is turning out 50 cars a day 
with an objective of 8,000 by the end 
of 1945, and Hudson is producing 
120 daily with a goal of 300,000 with- 
in the next year. Nash assembly also 
is underway. 

Though containing no radical pro- 
visions, all new automobiles prom- 
ise ‘new mechanical improvements, 
interior refinements and slight modi- 
fication of styling, especially in the 
front.

In the last. two months the public 
has learned a lot about the impor- 
tance of industria! reconversion. For 
many more months, business men, 
with the help of the best technical 
advice they. could obtain, have been 
preparing to shift from wartime to 
peacetime production. Government 
has shared the knowledge of its ex- 
perts and proffered its co-operation. 
Labor has contributed its sugges- 
tions. All three know what they 
want. Together they hope to obtain 
a successful synthesis, 

But what many people do not réal- 
ize is that the nation, the whole 
world, for that matter, is facing an- 
other reconversion problem, equally 
as difficult to solve, equally as im- 
portant to achieve. It is the recon- 
version of our whole educational sys- 
tem, and upon its success depends 
the political future of democracy 
and its economic future as well, as 
embodied in the theory and out- 
working of free enterprise, 


It is no exaggeration to say that 
our current educational system, 
which along with our wartime in- 
dustrial system made Allied victory 
possible, is no more adapted to meet 
the new und startling problems of 
the postwar world than the Japanese 
defense could meet the atomic 
bomb. 

Enlightened educators everywhere 
realize this, In a short time experts 
will meet in London to. work out a

by the men and women who planned 
the educational and cultural coun- 
ci] of the United Nations. Here at 
home and in other democratic coun- 
tries, domestic educational policies 
are being reshaped to meet the new 
conditions, 

Education for world freedom is an 
important objective; education for 
freedom.in the, land of the free is 
equally important, for it is the foun- 
dation stone of world democracy. 
We have the task of reconverting 
our*own antiquated machinery so 
that it will be geared to produce 
and maintain freedom, The United 
Nations’ task is to build new ma- 
chinery which will evolve a prod- 
uct which must displace the Nazi- 
Fascist teachings which still have 
their hold on a large segment of the 
population. Our own product must 
be both a Weapon of offense and of 
defense. 

We have a powerful example in 
the néed for this int the demonstrat- 
ed strength of the Nazi ideology and 
the weakness of what We have so far 
produced to combat it- 


Nazi Propaganda 
Remains Strong 

A report miade publi¢ only a week 
or tWo ago reveals how “Naziism at 
its blackest,"* as the report describes 
it, is béing kept alive in a series of 

ireststance: clubs” in Germany scat- 
teréd from the North sea to the Ba- 
varian moiintdins. Allied investiga- 
tors have pieced together an appal- 
ling pictiire of a widespread activity 
based upon race hatred, and other 
Nazi principles with which the Ger- 

tian youth has been so thoroughly 
indoctrinated in a mariner -pointed 
out in thésé coltimrs some tinie ago 
arid which f then said must be dealt 
wiih eventually. 

The offense is powerful, ad the 
weakriess of oti# deferise is iliustrat- 
ed in reéernt dispatches telling ts 
how Nazi propaganda is affecting the 
viewpoint of thé American army of 
occupation.

ican school gave our polyglot nation 
the solidarity to carry on the war 
successfully. But,'’ he added, ‘we 
have severe tests ahead. We must 
educate for freedom, and educate for 
existence in a newly integrated 
world. of which we are an integral 
part, We must understand our own 
problem and the problems of oth- 
ers,’ 

I couldn’t help applying this the- 
ory to the stories from Germany. 
A thorough understanding of democ- 
racy is. proof against Nazi propagan- 
da. An understanding of other peo- 
ples and events beyond our borders 
which affect us—as the rise of Hitler 
and Mussolini affected us—would 
make us deaf to German prevarica- 
tions and excuses, 


In order to meet the threats 
against democracy from, within and 
from without, Mr, Studebaker be- 
lieves, with most of his colleagues, 
that our rresent educational system 
will have to be thoroughly renovat- 
ed. ‘Both the plant and the product 
must be remodeled,” he says. 

He chose two subjects—geography 
and economics—as examples of how 
the product must be altered. 


Knowledge of 


Conditions Vital 

Geography is important because it 
is a study of the world in which we 
live, Itis a study of the peoples who 
live in the world—of our very near, 
thanks to jet propulsion and atomic 
energy, if not always very dear 
neighbors. Geography is also the 
study of the pursuits, the indus- 
tries’ of the people of the world. Its 
grasp is essential if we are to bring 
intelligent thought to judgment. of 
events and the conditions at home 
and abroad and their effect upon 
each other and upon us. 

“And yet, geography was never 
taught to our people,'’ Mr. Studebak- 
er says. ‘We stop teaching it at the 
eighth grade. The younger children, 
from. three to eight, are taught by 
teachers who themselves never had 
more-than. eighth grade instruction 
in the subject.” 

_And his second example of one 
of our educational products which 
must. be strengthened, economics, 
“belongs: still less to the people.” 

Only 5 per cent of the high school 
pipils.ever studiéd economics, he in- 
formed me, and only 5 per cent of 
these ever learned anything about 
international trade. 

“How can we possibly meet the 
problems arising now if we do not 
understand this subject? How can 
we possibly maintain free enterprise 
if we cannot pass a considered judg- 
ment on the questions that the pa- 
peis are full of every day? How can 
a person say whether a Wage in- 
crease is fair if hé has never stiidied 
the simplést theories of Supply and 
demand, or the more complicated 
relations of wages, costs, profits?”

Continued, how .could a person who 
had tievér learned the fundamentals 
of international trade know whether 
a tariff was justified, whether a cat- 
tel was dangerous, whether certain 
foreign business activities beriefitied | 
the pedple a8 a whole, whether free 
competition ot government subsidy 
Was a better policy?

Preserves Plant Specimens 


The delicate coloring and tissues 
of the wild flower may now be pre- 
served indefinitely by the use of 
‘plastics, as the result of a process 
developed by Dr. G. R, Fessenden, 
‘department of agriculture plant 
‘preservation specialist. The benefits 
to agriculture from this process are 
unlimited. In addition to showing 
the development of seeds and grow- | 
dng plants, it is possible to show actu- 
#l examples of plants damaged by 
insects or diseases, The process has 
a definite application to education. 
‘Teachers can illustrate their sub- 
ject matter with actual examples, 
Nature lovers who might gather 
bright-colored poison ivy in the fall 
may avoid this pitfall if they will 
but look .at a plastic-processed speci- 
men,
